A  few  as!  for  more 
stringent  laws  than  public  sentiment 
will  uphold;  others  in  utter  d:  >gust  of  all 
restrictive  measures  seek  to  t  verturn  all 
law. 

To  unite  moderate  men  in  t  he  passage 
and  support  of  moderate  me  isures,  and 
to  teach  the  rising  generation  the  evils  of 
intemperance,  would  seem  tl  e  grandest 
work  which  earnest  and  faithful  men 
could  undertake. 

For  disguise  the  fact  as  we  •  rill, it  is  not 
temperance  men  who  force  this- subject 
to  the  attention  of  their  rellow-men. 
Daily  experience  of  the  miser  f  caused  in 
the  families  of  only  moderi  te  drinkers 
presses,  the  matter  upon  thei  f  attention, 
while  the  papers  gather  am  lay  before 
us  ev^ry  morning  the  ghast  y  record  of 
suicide,  murder  and  until  jely  death 
wrought  by  its  fatal  power;  and  all 
this  in  the  families  of  those  who 
would  otherwise  be  industi  ious,  useful 
members  of  society.  Let  \  hoever  will 
observe  its  results,  and  be  h)  drinker  or 
not,  "he  will  not  fail  to  allow  that  a  wise 
restriction,  which  shall  save  the  younger 
and  weaker  members  of  soc  qty  from  its 
fatal  power,  is  absolutely  n«  pessary. 

We  will  not  deny  the  pleasure  which 
drinking  gives — on  the  con  trary ,  we  ac 
knowledge  it.  Says  Thackt  ray  :
